James Duncan, a labor leader, has 
discovered a reason for industrial un- 
rest. It is not a new reason exactly. 
We have heard it before, but Mr. Dun- 
can has just discovered it. 

Prohibition, he says, is responsibie 
for industrial unrest. “Labor looks 
askance at the eighteenth amendment. 
The toilers wish to know if the am- 
endmént does not point the way to 
control of food and regulation of the 
dress if carried to its logical con- 
clusion.”
